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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment presents new limitations/issue the would require further consideration/search. The dependent 
claims raise new issues since the combination of claim 3 into the independent claims along with thte combination fot he dependent claim 
were previously not presented. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues "it is respectfully 
submitted that in Olson et al. a lack of LED illumination of the maintenance indictor would be incapable of indicating an error condition, 
since this would be indistinguishable from the continuous black color indication that is used to indicate operational status"(page 11). 

However, the examiner disagrees with the Applicant about the presupposed indistinguishability and contends that the lack of 
illumination of an LED and the "black color" of an LED illumination would NOT appear to be the same and non-distinguishable. 
Additionally, the examiner notes that such support for this argument is not well known in the art. 

Furthermore, the Applicant stated that the maintenance indicator lights only indicate an error condition. However, as previously 
made of record, with normal operation the "processor 74 switches maintenance indicator 20 to an operational state (e.g., black color in 
one embodiment) M (col. 6, lines 21-22). Therefore, the maintenance indicator does indicate more than an error condition. 

Additionally, in response to applicant's argument that Olson et al. does not teach, disclose or suggest the blinking LEDs, a 
recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior 
art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. 
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
